TOTAL OF KNOWN DEAD IS NOW ELEVEN 


Buffalo, N. Y.; June 25.— 


Official checking of' the list 
of employes of the Husted 
Milling company, whose ele- 
vator was blown up by a 
dust explosion yesterday, 
shows beside the 
eleven 


known victims, 26 men are 
still unaccounted for and are 
believed to be in tho ruins. 


Dig Bodies from Ruins. 


Three bodies were dug 
out of 
the 


smouldering ruins todnv, two more are 
visible in (lie debris, nnd two of the 
victims succumbed to injuries, bringing 
the total of the dead list from the ex- 
plosion and tire last night up to eleven. 
The bodies recovered 
today 
were 
so 


badly charred that identification was 
impossible. 


Many More Will Die. 


Anthony Krueger and William Wkl- 


kowsky, both of whom were frightfully 
hurried, died at the Kmergeucy hospital. 
Of the sixty explosion victims in the 
hospitals, many are s0 injured that re- 
covery is nnl expected. 


High up in a shattered cupola of the 


mill, 'two companies of 
firemen 
arc 


battling to recover two 
and 
possibly 


more bodies of dead men. 


Bodies Plainly Visible. 


. From the upper windows of the con- 
crete section of the elevator n.nd from 
the Elk street viaduct, the bodies are 
plainh- visible. Creat clouds of smoke 
from the burning ruins below make the 
recovery of the bodies difficult. 


Just how many bodies are in the 


cupola neither the police nor the fire- 
men are able to say with certainty. 
No men were at work there and it is 
believed those who died there fled to the 
floor following the explosion and were 
overwhelmed by the flames. 


Was Dust Explosion. 


The explosion was caused by the puf- 


fing of dust accumulations in the feed 
house and was of frightful force, tearing 
out one wall of the wooden structure and 
breaking windows for a quarter of a 
mile around. John Conroy, engineer of 
a switch engine, was blown from his cab 
and 
received 
internal 
injuries 
from 


which it is reported he c'annot recover. 


.Several windows in cars of a passing 


Nickel Plate passenger train were brok- 
en by the explosion, hut none of the pas- 
sengers v.cre injured. John Conroy, the 


Nickel Plate engineer, was blown out 


f 
his cab and so badly injured that 


death intervened within a short time. 


The body of Henry Vetter was blown 


lifty feet and was found under a box 
ear near by badly burned. 
A boy, while 


running to the fire, was run down by an 
automobile and killed. 


The elevator company employed 150 


men and according to Vice President 
Husted. of the company, four arc not 
accounted for. Employes who escaped 
declared, however, that many of their 
fellow workmen were cut off by the 
flames and perished. 


A dozen box cars loaded with grain 


were destroyed. The elevator had a ca- 
pacity of SOn.OOO bushels. Half was of 
old wooden construction and with its 
contents was destroyed. Officials of the 
company estimated their loss at $500,- 
000, covered by insurance.

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Grasping the Figures. 


Figures in the abstract somehow fail to have a great 


'deal of meaning; hence the go\-ernment announcement 
that in twenty-four years 188,037 persons have been killed 
and 1,395,618 persons have been injured on the railroads 
of the United States, conveys to us only a vague impres- 
sion of this sacrifice to the claims of carelessness, speed 
and unavoidable disaster. 


But we can visualize this human wreckage by the use 


Of a litle imagination. At a ball game 1,000 persons mako 
a pretty large crowd and 5,000 spread throughout grand- 
stand and bleachers, look as if all fandom had turned out. 
Only a few ball parks in the country are large enough to 
accommodate 30,000 persons. The crowded circus tent 
of the biggest show on earth holds only about 12,000 per- 
BOIIS. The biggest crowd you ever saw, probably, didn't 
exceed 40,000. It is almost physically impossible to see 
more than that number, because, in the localities where 
that many can be assembled, there usually isn't room in 
one spot for more. 


The city of Dallas, by the last census, had 92,104 in- 


habitants. Two Dallases could bo suddenly annihilated 
with the loss of every soul, and the death list wouldn't 
equal this toll of our man-killing railroads. Philadelphia, 
our third largest city, has only as many inhabitants as the 
railway killed plus the railway injured during these two 
dozen years. It took centuries to build up Boston and 
Baltimore, but in the lifetime of a young man our rail- 
roads have killed and maimed enough folks to populate 
hoth. these cities, with enough left over to make three 
cities the size of Albany, N. Y. Multiply by 50 the most 
persons you ever saw at one time and the total then 
wouldn't equal this grim sum of the sacrifice of flesh and 
blood in only one of our great industries. 


And the railroad managers aren't primarily to blame. 


They are merely the agents of the public. We can reduce 
the toll when we content ourselves with sanity in the mat- 
ter of speed, insist upon modern safety precautions and 
the reduction of the "human element" of risk to the mini- 
mum. Indeed, we are beginning to reduce it, and we 
guess everybody will agree it was high time. 


Entrusted to the Boy Scouts, President Wilson's 


message to Mayor Harrison at Chicago is speeding across 
the country in rapid relays, and its route will carry, it 
through DeKalb and Noble counties as it crosses Indiana. 
Whatever records may be made, the splendid organiza- 
tions of Fort Wayne Boy Scouts stand prepared to believe 
they could have beaten 'em had the relay line been flung 
across the country some thirty miles southward of its 
present route. 


In condemning and insisting upon the early removal 


of the antiquated and dangerous shacks from the down 
town district, the city authorities are moving in a matter 
that should have been taken up long ago. An inspection 
will doubtless reveal a considerable number of flretraps 
that constitute menace to both life and property. They 
ought to be removed under the indictment of unsi'ghtliness 
alone, but the additional elements of fire hazard and un- 
sanitary conditions make sweeping action imperative.

first bank was established in the United 
States. This bank is known in financial 
history as the Pennsylvania bank.

American Philippine Or- 


ganization. 


DECRIES ITS TACTICS 


Washington, June 25.—Manuel Que- 


zon, 
resident commissioner for the Phil- 


ippine islands, in congress, has resigned 
from the executive committee of the 
Philippine society and also as a mem- 
ber, because he is not in sympathy with 
the announced purposes of the society 
nor with the course he says has been 
pursued by the society officers ,md mem- 
bers in the affairs of the islands. 


Former President Taft, now a Yale 


university professor, is the 
honorary 


president of the organization. 
The_ ac- 


tive president is General Luke' Wright, 
former governor general of the islands. 
The headquarters are in New York. 


Quezon in his letter of resignation 


•writes that he joined the society with 
the honest belief that he could aid in the 
promotion of its announced purpose, ''to 
create a more sympathetic interest be- 
tween the American and Filipino peo- 
ple." 
He soon suspected, he goes on to 


say, that the real object was to create 
a public opinion in favor of the indefinita 
retention of the islands by the United 
States. 


Quezon says he had opportunity to 


learn at the first general meeting of the 
society ideas of its members on th.it 
subject and he is firmly convinced that 
"while the society may gracious!" listen 
to a nappeal from the side of independ- 
ence, it, has a fixed view of the subject 
and it means to maintain that view 
with all the opportunities and means at 
its command." 


"In other words," he continues, "I am 


yatistied 
beyond 
any 
question 
that 


the society has been organized to gath- 
er the scattered forces that are now at 
work to preserve the present regime iu 
the Philippine islands and systematize 
and concentrate their efforts. It is thus 
apparent that what in the opinion of the 
•society is a sympathetic interest be- 
tween the American and Filipino people 
is nothing more or less than the con- 
tinuation of their, present governmental 
bond." 


Quezon declares in unmeasured ferms 


that neither philanthropic, religious nor 
commercial aid will "reconcile the Filip- 
inos to the policy of eoloniali-im which 
the society is advocating in a more or 
less disguised, though none the less de- 
fined and energetic form."

Minnesota, recently bestowed on Lady 
Oak Fohcs Do Kol ut the Agricultural 
college, is now claimed .by Johanna Korti- 
dyke Aggie, a hitherto unknown member 
of the royal family, living at tho Hast- 
ings (Xiinn.) insiino asylum. 
And al- 


though this latest aspirant to royal rec- 
ognition has produced less pounds of but- 
ter and milk in one week than Lady 
Onk, a world's title is to bo conferred 
upon her, and Lady Oak is to only re- 
tain a queonship in the Gopher state. 


Several ilnys ago Lady Oak Folios De 


Kol, 
in a seven days' test, produced 


30.4 pounds of butter and over 700 pounds 
of milk. Since she is six years old she is 
known as an aged cow, and in that plats 
of Holstcins, although her record was a 
remarkable one, could claim no more than 
the championship of the state. 
There 


are at least six cows In America in the 
aged Holstoin class with better records. 
Much has been made of the record of 
Lady Oak, however, and it is believed 
that it will be a long while before it is 
bettered in thiB state. 


Johanna Korudykc Aggie, a 
senior 


three-year-old cow at Hastings, in a 
seven days' test just ended by A. H. 
Heckler, an official tester from the Agri- 
cultural college, has 
produced 
27.45 


pounds of butter fat and 588.4 pounds of 
milk. This is equivalent to 34.3 pounds 
of butter and nhcut 204 quarts of milk. 
There is no cow in America in its class 
that has ever equaled it/, and full claim 
to the world championship in thnt class 
is established. With the exception of one 
junior throe-year-old, who has a bigger 
record, there is no Holstein cow in Amer- 
ica younger than Johanna who hns made 
as good a record. 
Tnfe value of this 


promising young cow has arisen as a re- 
sult of its remarkable test to over $3,000, 
and greater records are expected of it 
in the future when it is more- mnt.ure. 


Johanna was purchased in Wisconsin 


one year ago by A. E. Keen, her herds- 
man. 
Xo individuals on either side of 


her family had been tested for several 
generations hack, but she seemed to bn 
a promising cow and was piirohnsprl for 
that reason.

the request of the 


herdsman the state board of control con- 
sented to the test of Johanna. She was 
milked 
four 
times 
each twenty-four 


hours, twice at night and twice a dny. 
Her test, averaged 4.07 pounds of butter 
fat to 100 pounds of milk, an exception- 
ally high test for a TTolstein. 
She re- 


ceived only ordinary care, being given 
feed similar t/) that eaten by all othor 
cows in the herd. Her ration consisted 
of silnge, mangles and a grain mixture. 


By careful selection through the. aid of 


the Babcock tost the milk scales and the 
feed record sheet at the state asylum, 
Herdsman A. E. Keen has produced a 
herd of dairy cows far superior to the 
original ono. When he was secured i«s 
herdsman two ycnrs ago thirty-seven 
cows on tho farm were only giving thirty- 
seven gallons of milk.
